Brilliant Shower 
Of Meteors Due To 
Occur Aug. 11-12 


A brilliant meteoric display is 
on the schedule of celestial activ- 
ities on the nights of Wednesday 
and Thursday, August 11 and 12, 
it is announced by the director 
of Griffith observatory in Los An- 
geles, 

The shower of “shooting stars” 
will occur when the  Perseid 
stream of meteors contacts the 
earth’s atmosphere and the com- 
paratively small bodies become in- 
candescent. 

Dr. Cleminshaw of the observ- 
atory estimates that between mid- 
night Wednesday and dawn Thurs. 
day the meteors may be seen at 
the rate of approximately one a 
minute.

Chaffey district tax rate for the

Eligible for the orphan- 
age will be children without par- 
ents or “half orphans”, the offic- 
ial said. 

Rev. Davis was emphatic in 
stating that no charges will be 
{made to anyone for a boy or girl 
being at the orphanage. Support 
of the project will come entirely 
| from “free will giving’ by inter- 
ested persons. Food, clothing and 
all living expenses will be pro- 
vided by the orphanage.

Mrs. Manker presented her an- 
nual report on library affairs to 
the city council during the meet- 
ing held last evening. 


Excerpts from the report are 
given below: 

While many libraries are be- 
wailing the fact that circulation 
records are on the downward trend 
owing to the time spent in defense 
work in one way or another by 
everyone, yet the Upland library 
fell only a little more than 1000 
short of the previous year. Adult 
fiction circulation fell off consid- 
erably; however, the juvenile read- 
ing ran up several thousands, 

Total circulation for 1942-43 
was 60,696, of which 18,217 was 
credited to the children’s depart- 
ment, 17,500 to adult non-fiction, 
and 24,979 to adult fiction. With 
the addition of 1381 books during 
the year and the withdrawal of 
227, there still are 26,160 books in 
circulation or on the shelves. Six 
newspapers are subscribed for and 
109 magazines. 

The $1036.00 collected from fines 
and rentals over a period of years, 
was invested in victory bonds for 
the special library addition fund; 
$313.63 was added to the fund in 
fees “from the public for keeping 
books over time; $67.72 from the 
rental collections, $11.35 from dis-
